SUIT OF 80,000 BELGIANS 
AGAINST GERMANY FAILS 
TO BRING THEM DAMAGES 


Mixed Arbitration Tribunal At Geneva Rules Treaty of 

Versailles Makes It Impossible To Give Awards; 

Belgians Were Deported During Great War And 

Made To Labor 

Geneva, Switzerland. May .'il.—The monster collective damage 
unit brought against the German Government by 80,000 Belgians, 
who were deported for forced labor into Germany during the 
Great War, which has been on trial here for the past three months 
before the Mixed German Arbitration Tribunal, has been lost by 
the plaintiffs. 

The tribunal, presided over by Paul Moriaud, the famous Swiss 
jurist, ruled that while in principle it was competent to act in 
matters regarding contracts, the Treaty of Versailles had in thia 
particular instance deprived it of jurisdiction.

Man Comnoitted Suicide Be¬ 
cause U.S. is About to Bar 
Japanese 

Incident in Tokio Has Created 
a Sensation in the Oriental 
Country 

Tokio, May 31—An unidenti¬ 
fied Japanese committed suicide 
in the street near the iuina of .the 
l T nited States Embassy, de¬ 
stroyed in the earthquake and 
fire of last September, as n pro- 
lest against the United States 
immigration law, which bars 
Japanese from the United States. 

Th# Japanese. about forty yaaxs 
old and dressed In the formal hmbila- 
menta of a Japanese gentleman, com¬ 
mitted hari-kari with a abort sword 
in the fashion prescribed by ancient 
custom. 

Two letters were found on tha 
body, one addressed to the people of 
the United tiJoJ.cs, And one to the 

Japanea* iieople 

It la anderetood tha ona add reseed 
to the United States condemn*-1 
exclusion In exceedingly bitter terms. 
That addressed to the Japanese, It 
Is said, urged the nation to rise to 
avenge the Insult embodied in tha 
action of the United States. 

The incident haa created a sensa¬ 
tion in Tokio despite the efforts of 
tha polio# to suppress tha details.

Subsequently, however, the 
Dominion Government Im¬ 
posed an additional Excise 
Tax of il.fl per barrel, and 
Increased the sales tax. Th#- 
Provincial Government dis-. 
puled the right of the Do¬ 
minion to charge *» sales tax. 
but the Brewers hud to pay 
It. and have an Unsettled 
claim of some $ 200 , 000.00 
against the Liquor Control 
Board. This despite the defi¬ 
nite promise on the part of 
the authorities that If the 
Government were not suc¬ 
cessful in Its legal fight 
against the I>omlnl«*n Gov¬ 
ernment that they would -re¬ 
pay the Brewers. During tho 
period of two years follow¬ 
ing the introduction of the 
present Act, the 8 C Gov¬ 
ernment earned approximate¬ 
ly $ 2 , 000 , 000.00 from tha 
sale or lieer. whilst during 
the same pertqd one Brewery 
wan forced into liquidation, 
paying only twenty cents on 
the dollar, whilst the othfr 
Breweries barely Weathered 
Qie financial gale. As tha 
result of constant and per¬ 
sistent demands on thetr pert. 
It was finally agreed to in¬ 
crease to $10.50 the price per 
barrel to the Brewers, and 
this was subsequently rati¬ 
fied by Order-in-Council. 

Under these circumstance*

SOUTHERN RHODESIA 
ASSEMBLY MEETS 


First Session of Representa¬ 
tive Government Being Held 
’ in Hotel Dance Hall 


Salisbury. Rhodesia. May SI.— Sir 
| John Chancellor, Governor, opened 
' the first araaion of the Legislative 
Assembly of Southern Rhodesia yes¬ 
terday. 

The Speech from the Throne ex¬ 
pressed the regret of the whole coun¬ 
try at the postponement of the visit 
of the Prince of Wales to South 
Africa. 

It was stated the estimated revenue 
snd expenditure would be dealt with 
on the basis that the Government 
should relievo the British South 
Africa Company, which formerly ad¬ 
ministered the country, of financial 
responsibility for tlie whole financial 
year. Conditions In that respect were 
appreciably belter than hod been an¬ 
ticipated. with the result that the 
year had closed with a substantial 
surplus which was available for the 
current year. Notwithstanding ths 
depressed state of trade generally, 
business In Rhodesia should be satis¬ 
factory on tho whole, and present re¬ 
turns Indicated an Improvement In 
the volume of commerce. 

The Government’s policy. It was 
announced, was to acquire from the 
chartered company Its rights In the 
minerals of the country at a reason¬ 
able figure. 

UNIQUE CONDITIONS 

The first assembly was opened 
under unique conditions and before a 
huge attendance. Including many 
settlers who had traveled from re¬ 
mote districts. The assembly Is be¬ 
ing held in the dance hail of a hotel. 
This Is probably the first time in the 
history even 9 4^ colonial legislatures 
that such utf august body has de¬ 
liberated on licensed premises. 
Nevertheless the dignity of tho occa- 
sln was well, maintained. The curious 
waiting crowds were entertained 
with music. 

Rhodesia, up until lost year, was 
administered by the British South 
Africa Company under an imperial 
charier and while this company has 
turned over Its political duties to the 
newly-elected representative govern¬ 
ment. It still retains large Interests 
In the country, including tho mineral 
rights. Millions were paid to ths 
company for Its railways, public ad¬ 
ministrative buildings and other pro¬ 
perty. ___

Committee of Commons Con¬ 
siders Suggestions Made by 
Dr. H. M. Tory 

Ottawa, May SI.—Emergency legis¬ 
lation to authorise tho Federal Gov¬ 
ernment to make loana to the Pro¬ 
vincial Governments for use through 
the provincial loan organisations 
was suggested by Dr.. H. M. Tory, 
author of the recent report on farm 
credit, before the Commons Banking 
and Commerce Committee yesterday. 
The loans should be guaranteed, he 
said, by I he provinces. Dr. Tory 
thought nil that would be necessary 
would be to gel parliamentary per¬ 
mission. The details might be left 
to be worked out by the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. 

As a basis for this proposal. Dr. 
Tory summarised his main conclus¬ 
ions. He laid down these principles: 

1. The farm loan hoard principle 
as operated in ths United States, wss 
sound i-nd could be applied to Can¬ 
ada. 

2 . Government help would be re¬ 
quired in the way of capital. 

5. He had serious doubt of the 
soundness of direct loans by the 
Government. 

4. Therefore an effort should he 
made to establish a national farm 
loan hoard for tho purpose of super¬ 
vising the hank or banks which i 
would absorb the existing Provincial 
Government loan organisations. 

6. This bank should be capitalised 
by Government. Federal or Provln- i 
dal. and by private capital, if ob- 1 
talnable. In tho United Htutes no 
private subscriptions were obtained | 
for capital, but plenty was available 
for bonds. The loans should also be 
financed on bonds. 

6. Interest rates should he reg¬ 
ulated and dividend rates In the bank 
or hanks flsed. It should be amor¬ 
tised and there should he steps taken 
to place the responsibility on the 
borrower. 

CUE-COMMITTEE 

J. T. Bhaw, Independent. Calgary 
West, moved for the formation of a ] 
sub-committee to consider Dr. Tory’s 
emergency proposal, and on the, 
. chairman’s advice this motion In- 
1 eluded instructions to consider 
amendments to the Bankruptcy Act 
so as to make It more available to 
the farming community. 

The motion was carried. 

Asked If 816.060.060 would give a 
substantial amount of relief. Dr. 
Tory replied that he did not think 
more than • that amount could be 
handled this year. He would put 
810.000.600 aa the outside figure. 

The committee adjourned until 
Thursday next.

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A NEW NATIONAL POLICY 

Premier Mackenzie; king. .«h» 

1 speech on ihe Budget in the House of 
Commons, outlined whnt it being received with 
welcome and hope by the people of Canada as 
a new national policy. 

1 he Premier considered the question of 
capital, explaining that in the great basic indus¬ 
tries capital is the machinery, the implements 
and the tools required to aid labor in this 
development; also the food and clothing essen¬ 
tial to the workers engaged while production 
is bringing forth its fruits. 

As the implements of production are the 
essential capital for those basic industries upon 
which the whole of the national wealth and 
development depend, the Liberal Party, of 
which he is leader, has stood for the reduction 
to the lowest point possible of the duties on the 
implements of production and particularly these 
connected with agriculture. 

"We have been seeking a policy which 
would help to develop the whole of the national 
life; and it would be just as logical to put a 
tax upon every immigrant who comes into the 
country and goes to work in mine, or field or 
forest, as it is to put a tax on the implement he 
has to use in order to extract the wealth from 
the soil/’ the Premier said. "We say, there¬ 
fore. that in so far as the circumstances of the 
country will permit, we believe that in our 
policy we are laying the foundation of a great 
industrial revival in this country, that we are 
establishing a truly national policy."

Hugo Stinnes was called the richest man 
in the world. 

The Government reckoned hla wealth at half 
a billion and expects to get 1115,000 from hie 
inheritance tax. 

Stinnes was fond of displaying hla wealth 
in a peculiar wwy. Passing a newspaper offles 
or a factory or a coal mine ho would any: “I 
own that.” He seemed to take a childish 
delight in the accumulation of things. 

Now he is dead and hoa left It all. He haa 
gone Into the next world with no pocket in 
hla shroud. He enters there hi a poor man. 
He I* worth no more than he la worth. 

It is singular that the richest man In the 
world, ‘ as he is called, la from the poorest 
country in the world, which showa that a 
man's riches do not depend. upon the rtchee 
of his fellow creatures but, quite often, upon 
their poverty. 

The rich men of the United States get on. 
as a rule, by helping other people on. The 
prosperity of such workers as Henry Ford U 
commensurate with the prosperity of those 
around him. 

But In any case when a man comes down 
to take the little boat that crosaes to the other 
shore there Is room In it only for himself and 
his friendships. 

How many friendships has Btlnnca accumu¬ 
lated? How many men were devoted to him 
aa the maker of their fortunes? How many 
little children mourned at his grave? How 
many widows and orphans and the little ones 
of earth were desolate because this great man 
had depnrted? 

No man can gather together a half billion 
dollars without deeply Impressing hla fellow- 
men in some way. Was Rtlnnea merely an 
example of the accumulative Instinct? If so, 
th« money he haa scraped together will soon 
fly away. Was he more than this? Whs he a 
sample of the organizing,power of the German 
people, or of modern tiroes? Will his example 
be followed by others'* 

After all a man s life and his works must 
be Judged by the people he hsa left and by 
the efTect upon the living world whether he he 
rich or poor To srtm* It may dfm but as ths 
falling of a tall pine In the fn|4st: those who 
are near him may be Interested In the toppling. 
A few may bedr the brunt of it. 

Home die rich In money only, and In goods 
which they owned for a while and which after 
them go to others to dissipate or conserve. 

Home die rich In friendships and in the 
Influence they have left upon other llvea, but 
all must pass. 

It is the race that continues. One by one 
the figures that are conspicuous drop away. 
Their places are soon taken and their Judg¬ 
ment Is quick in Its decision, sometimes cruel 
in Its promptness, but their Judgment it is 
which must stand. 

Hugo Rtlnnes was a man. and aa a man he 
is mortal. His figure has been removed from 
Germany and from the world. Hugo Htlnnes* 
money Is s little longer lived It remains In the 
world to bless It or curse It after he has gone.

Emplrs. around ths north of ths continent of 
America. Frail chips they seem to us. these 
craft pf twenty-five tons, to brave the North 
Atlantic storms and the Arctic peril of grind¬ 
ing Ice. Hut thslr commander. Sir Martin 
Frobisher, had already dared the Atlantic and 
the Arctic In them, and after strange and 
thrilling adventure, had found bleak northern 
lands unknown before, which, on hie return, 
the Virgin Queen had been pleased to name j 
Meta Incognita, the unknown goal, for she had 
read much in the classic languages in her 
youth. This land to-day Is tha southern point 
of Baffin Island. Here he had met the Esqui¬ 
maux. and had bartered with them for furs, 
and had brought back some pieces of black rock 
which some complaisant chemist had pro¬ 
nounced aa containing gold. 

Now this second venture had been easily 
financed, for tfie merest rumor of ^old had 
brought the London merchants flocking round. 
Northward the little fleet stood for a week to 
the Orkney Islands, there took on water, while 
the mariners and gentlemen adventurers aboard 
marvelled at the almost savage manners and 
mode of living of the natives there, snd thence 
on north again till within the Arctic Circle 
they set their course westward by the glare of 
the unfafltng Arctic eun. Curving over a little 
to the south they were swept past the southern 
point of Greenland by fierce gales, and In the 
middle of July touched again the Meta Incog¬ 
nita of the previous year's discovery. 

All among the black, bleak headlands, ice- 
girt and worn, the three English ships searched 
for the Northwest Passage and for gold. Land¬ 
ing parties tried the barren soil In various 
parts snd fought the aborigines, eventually 
.kidnapping a young mother with her baby- 
bundle on her back to take home aa a specimen 
of the human fauna. 

W ITH all the pomp and ceremony of the 
period Sir Martin Frobisher took posses¬ 
sion of this desolate country for the Queen of 
England, and hla men erected huge piles or 
calms of stones to signify the fact of England's 
ownership. They thought It was the gateway 
to the hoped-for passage, aa. Indeed. In a 
manner It la, that passage was to lure so much 
of England's finest effort for three centuries to 
come, and when finally conquered by a Nor¬ 
wegian In 1903. to prove eo useless, such a 
heroic Illusion. 

Ho near to Hudson Strait was Frobisher 
thirty years before Hudson himself had so 
disastrously found It. and yet It was the worth- 
lens Inlet, still called after him. which he chose 
to search. And nothing came of It, for no 
west want outlet could he find. However, he 
had hla men load the tiny vessels ^leep In the 
..water with rock which glittered yellow and 
which they thought pure gold. 

Home they sailed,- tempest-driven, suffering, 
excited, with their cargo of iron, or perhaps 
copper, pyrites which the clumsy metallurgists 
of the day took so long to assay that Frobisher 
was off again In 1578 before It was decided that 
Ms sheen was not- the sheen of gold. They 
arrived separately at Mlllfford. Haven in Wales, 
ut Yarmouth and at Bristol. 

Even a third voyage, failed to dampen the 
ardor or quench the faith of Frobisher in the 
existence of hie Northwest Passage. Willingly 
he would have started on a fourth to colonize 
that Inhospitable land had not the Interest In 
his venture* died away with the failure of the 
assay of his cargo of rock, and capital fought 
shy of such a wild-goose chase. «* 

Frobisher, earliest of Englishmen to tempt 
those stem, northern seaa. haa left hla name 
aa a fitting monument in that forbidding north 
which le now a part of Canada and left hla 
story of adventure as the earliest, save Cabot a, 
in which the EngtisJ) enter the annala of this 
Dominion.

drama by Jose Kchegaray. at the 
Pantagee Theatre. They were 
greeted by an excellent house, sml 
received nothing but the most com¬ 
plimentary of criticisms from all 
sides. 

Although the play was by no means 
a simple production In any way, the 
players from the B.C. University 
handled the thing admirably, dis¬ 
playing surprising talent in every de¬ 
partment. Costuming and srenie 
effects were excellent, and the dic¬ 
tion of the artists waa perfect. 

Professor* F. G. C. Wood, who- has 
been directing the productions of the 
Players’ Club for several years, la to 
be complimented upon the marked 
ability of the actors and actresses 
whom he has taken such Infinite 
palna to train In the finer points of 
the drama. His choice fell upon 
‘The World and Hla Wife" and It 
was he whose Judgment*selected ths 
best of the university's artists to per¬ 
form. 

Don Ernesto, ths hero of the 
drama, whose difficult role waa 
played by Peter Palmer, was a 
superb character. Tommy Taylor, as 
Captain Beauchamp of the British 
Embassy, was another outstanding 
figure. Misses Betty Somerset and 
Alfreda Berkeley, as Donna Merceuss 
and Donna Teodors, respectively, 
were charming and attractive In their 
roles. But the whole cast handled 
Itself with a confidence and stage 
presence truly admirable, and played 
Its difficult parts with the nicety and 
precision of veteran* of the t>oards. 

The scene of the ptay Is laid In the 
romantic setting of Old Spain, but 
the drama is modern In every respect, 
and holds a high Interest throughout. 
The satire aparkllng through It, and 
ths* «reat. sustained climax nt the 
conclusion. In which II. N. Cross. Mr. 
Taylor and Miss Somerset uphold 
the most difficult parts of their 
whole roles, make the thing a moat 
unusual success. 

The didactic aspect of the play, al¬ 
though not glaring In its presence, 
was forceful and strong, and could 
‘be felt precisely as It w.ss Intended it 
should l>e. without detracting In the 
slightest from the interest of ths plot 
and the attractions of the characters. 
Gossip, scandal and the resulting 
complications of such practices make 
decldely Interesting background for 
the. Intricacies of theme such as is 
contained In the drama. 

The play is filled with that grip¬ 
ping and romantic tragedy of which, 
in general. Spanish authors are so 
found. But in Its adaption the pro¬ 
duction loses none of Ita original 
spice, and the fervor and Intensity 
which characterises the presentation 
and the acting of Its principals adds 
to Its greatness. 

The performance was given nnder 
the nuspicen of the Victoria Klwanis 
Flub, and the proceeds are to go to¬ 
wards the building fund of the new 
wing of the Provincial Royal Jubilee 
Hospital. It is felt by thoee of the 
club who are responsible for the ar¬ 
rangements whereby the University 
Players were Invited here, that It is 
only unfortunate that the popular 
troupe cannot remain longer, for 
they would be assured of capacity 
houses on all occasions. 

The visiting performers have 
been accorded a hearty reception 
wherever they have gone throughout 
the Province, and have added some-, 
thing, during their tourr*to their al¬ 
ready well-established reputation as 
artists of ability, competence and 
achievement. As such they appeared 
laat night.

The final 
week would be In the category of 
holiday with pay. held the hoard. 

This decision was reached after 
Commlsoloner Altken had expressed 
himself In favor of Miss Work’s dis¬ 
missal. Dr. Ernest Hall waa for re¬ 
instatement without (Density. The 
Mayor could not agree with either 
course and effected the compromise. 

The board settled the matter after 
giving attention to a delegation com¬ 
posed of thirteen members from the 
Local Council of Women, headed by 
Mrs. C. de V. Schofield Mrs. Scho¬ 
field. Mrs. William Grant, Mrs. Frank 
Andrew and Mrs. A. E. Mitchell 
spoke briefly, urging that the board 
consider the valuable preventative 
work of such an officer rather than 
the individual. The time would come, 
they warned, when not one but many 
policewomen would he found neces¬ 
sary. A clearer definition of Mlaa 
Work’s duties woujd settle the trou¬ 
ble, urged the delegation fit closing.

F. R. Carlow Talks of Its Im¬ 
portance to Insular De¬ 
velopment 

"We must look to th* West Coast 
for our prosperity In the future," said 
Frank R. Carlow, Liberal candidate 
for Esquimau,'In speaking at Books 
Hall last evening. 

"The plan for developing thia am 
that I have in mind la to hava th« 
SooRe Road from Its Junction with 
the Island Highway at Coiwood clas¬ 
sified as the West Coast Highway. 
Then the Public Works Department,

increase the attractiveness of the ! 
Show, by offering special Induce¬ 
ments for emulation aa between ex¬ 
hibitors from within th# Province 
Itself. ' 

Aa In the past, there will be a 
British Empire Beet Inn with two 
classes, dessert and rooking, open for 
competition between England and 
Canada, for which five prta#« are 
offered in '•ach class: 1st. gold medal 
and £20 cash: 2nd. sliver medal and 
£10 rash; 3rd. bronse medal and £5 
cash: 4th. £3 cash, and 5th. £2 cash. 
There will also be. aa before, an 
Overseas Section of sixteen named 
variety classes, open to the whole 
of Canada, and with gold,, silver and 
bronse medals aa first, aecond and 
third prise* In each class. 

The Innovation consists of the for¬ 
mation of three additional section*. 
No. 1. for British Columbia: No. 2. 
for Ontario. Quebec and New Bruns- I 
wick; and No. 3 for Nova Beotia, 
each comprising seven classes for 
varltlee especially typical of their 
respective divisions of Canada, in 
each of which first, second and third 
prises of £5. £3 and £2. will be of¬ 
fered. The British Columbia Sec¬ 
tion will be opened to British Co¬ 
lumbia exhibitors alone, and the 
seven classes are for the following 
varieties: Wealthy. McIntosh. Jona¬ 
thans. Cox's Orange. Bpitsenberg. 
Newtown Pippin and Wagner. 
Separate exhibits for the Overseas 
and British Columbia Sections will 
not be required, nor will additional

In 
Captivity they felt that their destiny 
was still bound up with Palestine, 
and they gave themselves up to ths 
fulfilment of God’s purposes through

We saw In our last study that Je- 
holaklm had rebelled against Nebu- 
chadnexxar and had thus brought on 
another Invasion of Judah. Before 
the Armies of Babylon could reach 
the city the rebel king had died, and 
his eon, Jehoaichln, had succeeded to 
.the throne. When th* city was be¬ 
sieged, ths king surrendered, snd 
was taken to Babylon with ten thou¬ 
sand other captive* of ths choicest 
of the land. Eseklel was carried 
away In that captivity, and spent 
the rest of hia life ministering In ths 
name of the Lord to these expatri¬ 
ated Jews. 

We know little of Eseklel’a lineage 
or even of his own life. He belonged 
to the priestly line, and thla. deter¬ 
mined his viewpoint In much of his 
teaching. He felt keenly theqgcbel- 
llouaneaa of hla'bwn people, atW de¬ 
nounced them In unmeasured terms.

We may take Eseklel It as con¬ 
taining the core of th* prophet’s 
message. In him the religious world 
awol^e to the worth and the rights of 
the Individual. In earlier days the 
Individual had been lost In the tribe. 
He had lived for the tribe, and he 
was honored or degraded as- the in¬ 
terests of the group required. His 
rights were never considered when 
the welfare of the nation demanded 
his sacrifice. Raul’s seven sons died 
for their father’s sin; their death was 
necessary to remove a curse from 
Israel; the rights of these Innocent 
men never troubled anyone when the 
life of the nation was at stake. 
(II Samuel 21.) 

In Jeremiah we find that the peo¬ 
ple were beginning to see the injus¬ 
tice of this law, and that their revolt 
against It was a problem with Which 
the prophet had to deal. “In those 
days they shall say no more. The 
fathers have eaten sour grapes, and 
the children's teeth ( are set on edge. 
But everyone shall *dle for his own 
Iniquity; every man that eateth the 
sour grapes, his teeth shall be set On 
edge " A new order Was being In¬ 
troduced In which the rights of th* 
Individual would be protected, Thla 
seed-thought Is taken up in Eseklel 
18 and the principle Applied In detail 
to life as he saw It. What made the 
problem acute was the penalty in¬ 
flicted for Israel’s sin. A nation Is-a 
unit; Its life extends through cen¬ 
turies. A nation like j an Individual 
Teapa what It sows; when the seed 
Is sin the harvest is suffering and 
death. But although the nation Is 
one and the same through the cen¬ 
turies. the individuals composing It 
change, and If sin committed In one 
period Is punished In a later, it means 
that the children suffer for their 
father’s sins. Hence the proverb 
just quoted. This was the period of 
the captivity and the break-up of 
Judah; the prophets taught that this 
was the penalty of aln; If that be so. 
the people replied. It means that 
“the futhers have eaten sour grapes 
and the children’s teeth are set- on 
edge.’’ The prophets recognise that 
this has been the law in the past, hut 
affirm that God is introducing a new 
order. The rights of the individual 
will he maintained. God will deal 
with each man according to his own 
deserts. 

Here the individual comes to his 
own This is the germ out of which 
grew the New Testament doctrine of 
individual salvation. We can see at 
a glance that elthra side of the truth 
may be pushed to# far.

Carburetor Troubles and How to Prevent 
Them 


New York. May *1.—Traffic con¬ 
gestion In Manhattan is so chron¬ 
ically acute that an appeal, "mease 
Park Your Car Outside." is being 
broadcast to the thousands of tour- I 
Ists who are expected to motor here 
during the National Democratic Con¬ 
vention. 

There are normally 860,000 motor 
vehicles In New York City and 
enough horse drawn trucks and 
carriages to swell the total to nearly 
a half million. With thousands of 
electric surface cars operating, with 
superstructures of elevated railroad* 
narrowing some streets, and with 
most of the city’s 9.000.000 populn- 
tion constantly going somewhere 
afoot, traffic Is congested despite u 
rigid system of policy control. 

Convention officiaIs estimate that 
at least 100.000 persons ~wtl? come to 
New York for the convention by 
train, by boat, by automobile and 
even by airplane. This number does 
not. however. Include 60.000 persons 
who. It Is estimated, will commute 
to and from the city from within 
a radius of 60 or 100 miles during 
ths convsntlon. 

"Our appeal," said Htanjey J. 
Quinn, directing vice-president of 
the local non-partisan National Con¬ 
vention Committee, "is aimed at 
these commuters and the tourists 
who will motor from long distances 
to remain In the ihetropolls through¬ 
out the convention. It will be abso¬ 
lutely Impossible for them fo find 
parking space of garage room with¬ 
in easy walking distance of the 
Madison Square Carden section or. 
for that matter, anywhere In central 
Manhattan. 

"So the automobile clubs, transit 
companies, police and convention

Indianapolis. May 81.—American 
motor supremacy, so fkr as speed Is 
concerned, will not be challenged by 
foreign manufacturers this year In 
the opinion of followers of the rac¬ 
ing automobile. This conclusion was 
reached when the closing of entries 
for the twelfth Snnual International 
sweepstakes 500-milt* race at ths In¬ 
dianapolis Motor Speedway, May 
disclosed no foreign entries. 

For the first time In many years 
the race practically wae an All- 
American contest. A number of for¬ 
eign drivers and one reconstructed 
German racer, completely revamped 
and made much faster, combine to 
give whatever International aspect 
there was to this year's event. 

Race drivers here for the contest 
predicted a new record for the local 
brick oval. Despite the fact that the 
course is more "sporty" then ever 
before, and consequently more dsn- 
geioiM. the pilots declared the rec¬ 
ord or 14.24 miles nn hour, estab¬ 
lished by Jimmy Murphy In 1922, 
would he bettered.

The modern automobile Is practically trouble proof and will rarely 
give any trouble at all.ii it is given a little care and attention at the 
proper time. A 

Most automobile owners drive up to the filling station and trust 
to the strainers on the filling station pump to prevent any water 
or dirt entering the gasoline tank. It is almost impossible, how¬ 
ever, to prevent a certain amount of dirt and aftter getting into the 
tank, even although the gasoline ig carefully strained. The xar manu¬ 
facturers recognize this, and provide drain plugs and strainers at 
various points to trap the sediment and prevent it reaching tne car¬ 
buretor where it can cause lots of trouble. Even with these precau¬ 
tions, however, it is a fact that water and grit do sometimes get 
through these screens and cause trouble. 

If you are unlucky enough to get some water in the carburetor, 
your experience will be something like this—You may be driving 
along the road when all at once your engine will stop firing for a 
few seconds then suddenly start again, and at the same moment you 
may hear a violent explosion in the muffler. You stop and look 
around but apparently find nothing wrong and start off. when the 
same thing happens again, or the engine may stop altogether. Now 
if you ever do have this experience, you can blame no one but your¬ 
self, for this kind of trouble can be avoided very easily by cleaning 
and draining out the gasoline system three or four times a year. 

If grit or dirt gets into the gasoline, it may put the vacuum tank 
out of order or cause trouble in the carburetor. Suppose you are 
driving along the road, then all at once the engine starts to misfire 
pnd you hear the carburetor popping back. The trouble may be due 
to a small particle of grit in the jet of the carburetor. If a piece 
of grit the size of a pin head gets into the jet it will block it up 
completely and cause the engine to stop altogether. 

I have given you just a few of the troubles you may have if you 
do not clean out the gasoline system now and again. It is not a 
difficult operation, and should not take more than half an hour our 
the average car. 

Start at the gasoline tank. First, 
remove the filler cap and examine 
the hole in it. If this gets blocked 
up, a vacuum will be created as 
the gasoline is drawn out of the 
tank and it will be impossible to 
draw any gasoline out of tbc tank 
even although it is half full of gaso¬ 
line. Make sure therefore, that the 
hole is dear. 

Next take out the drain plug or 
open up the sediment trap at the 
bottom of the tank and draw off 
about half a pint of gasoline. This 
will remove any sediment or water 
that may have collected at this 
point. 

The Vacuum Tank is the next part to attend to. First open the 
drain cock or screw out the drain plug at the bottom of the tank and 
draw off about half a pint of gasoline Now, trace the pipe leading

Stockholm. May 81—While the 
American motor Industry’s Invasion 
of Sweden Is gathering force, the 
government authorities are taking 
defensive measures against the ex¬ 
cessive automohtiizlng of the coun¬ 
try. especially with a view toward 
protecting the native industry 
against the competition of heavy im¬ 
ports of cars and gasoline. 

The Swedish Board of Trade says 
nearly 70,000 cars have been import¬ 
ed Into Sweden since 1906, and about 
40.000 of these are now In use. Last 
year 99,000 tons of gnanllne were im¬ 
ported. valued at 95.999.000. This tre¬ 
mendous Import Is looked upon in 
some quarters as exclusive, and the 
board has suggested that the Import 
duty on cars ought to he raised from 
fifteen to thirty per cent ad valorem. 
The government has also recom¬ 
mended an Import duty of one cent 
a.gallon on gasoline and a domestic 
tax of four cents a gallon. 

It Is evident that thb proposed 
duty and taxes on gasoline is intend¬ 
ed, not only to increase the Internal 
revenue, hut also to encourage the 
use of sulphite alcohol of domestic 
manufacture as a motor fuel.

Just a word about connectioo*. When replacing any connection, 
be very careful to see that you do not cross thread it or draw it up 
too tight, or it will leak. If you find the connection is difficult to 
turn after you have screwed it up once or twice, unscrew and make 
certain that the threads are not crossed. 

If you have cleaned out the gasoline system as described, the 
gasoline will floor through to the carburetor freely and everything is 
now ready to adjust and tune up the carburetor itself.

The most famous sphinx Is called 
the Great Bphinx. U Is pictured to¬ 
day. You see that most of the nose 
has been battered away during the 
thousands of years. The Great 
Sphinx Is not nearly so large as 
many pyramids; but St Is very big. 
Its head is sixty-six feet high. If It 
could open Its mouth, it could swal¬ 
low two men without a bit of trouble.

The word “aft." however, meant 
fifteen different things. At the end 
of the spelling by sound. Egyptian 
writers made pictures to show which 
meaning was Intended. Sometimes 
“aft" meant four. Then four straight 
marks were added at ths end. When 
“aft” stood for Jumping, pictures of 
legs were added. Take a good look 
at tjis illustration. It will make the 
facts more simple than can my 
words. 

BEGINNING OF THE CALENDAR 

There was a time when there were 
no calendars at all. People then did 
not count by months or years. Day*, 
however, were known to everybody. 
People could not help but notice that 
night kept following daylight. They 
knew that the sun would rise a cer¬ 
tain length of lime after It set. 

There were no special names for 
days. One day was the same as an¬ 
other to them—except that some¬ 
times It wss rainy, sometimes cold 
or hot.

Further Annual City Credit is 
Necessary to Serve For 
Balance of Year 

A further credit of $500,000 in 
pnipowed to be aeked by the City 
ertmrei! in connection with its 
financing for 1924. The'seeond 
by-law for that purpose will be. 
submitted to the council at its 
meeting on Monday, the fir.,! 
having been for $000,000. Of 
that amount 1200,000 had been liqui¬ 
dated by the application of the 
amounts of prepayments of taxes to 
the bank. 

The amount set Is somewhat less 
than in 1922, when two amounts of 
half a million dollars were borrowed, 
and one amount of 5150.000. Last 
year, however, there was a consider¬ 
able carry over from 1922. which haJ 
to bo liquidated early In the year. 
Thus It is believed that credits ag¬ 
gregating $1,100,000 will be ample In 
the current twelve montho.
